The worst spring blizzard in 80 
years continued to rage in the 
Midwest today, paralyzing trans-

At least ten trains were snow­ 
bound, including one in which 
the engine and four cars were 
co\'ered by snowdrifts. 
Power and telephone line« were 
wrecked. Spokesmen for utilities 
said it would be several days be­ 
fore full service is restored. 
Lack of power 
meant c o l d 
homes for persons with forced air 
heat.

warm. At Great Bend the city 
auditorium was opened as a ref­ 
uge. 
One major train, carrying 400 
passengers, and an estimated 7,- 
500 highway travelers were re­ 
ported stranded b u t none were 
believed in danger. 
Four deaths were attributed to 
the storm. 
The train was the Union Pa­ 
cific's City of St. Louis, west­ 
bound from St. Louis to Los An­ 
geles. It was mired in drifts rang­ 
ing tip to i8 feet near Winona, 
Kan., about 50 miles from the 
Colorado line. Snowplows were 
expected to reach it about noon 
today.

ana. Snow also was still falling in 
parts of Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Nebraska. Conditions had eased 
somewhat in Colorado, New Mex­ 
ico and Texas.

DUNKLIN COUNTY IS THE LOSER 


Dunklin Countians are the ultimate losers of a seven-year 
audit which was delivered by the office of the 8tate Auditor 
several months too late for public airing. 


As disclosed earlier this week by The Daily Democrat, the 
State Auditor’s office delivered an audit covering the years 1945 
through 1951 several months too late for any recovery to be 
made of alleged overpayments to some officeholders. 


The county as a whole will suffer from the lack of available 
action open to the County Court, which now must rely on com­ 
promise and unofficial agreements if it is to recover any money 
due our county. 


The County Court will suffer, also, because the late audit 
means additional work for the judges, and additional worry fdP 
these public servants who intend to make a conscientious ef­ 
fort to recover any overpayments. 


The former officeholders whose accounts were allegedly ov­ 
erpaid will also suffer, because they will have no opportunity to 
determine the real facts in the casev At least some of the office­ 
holders have declared that they did not, in fact, receive any 
overpayments. At least one has contended that the “overpay­ 
ments” were simply commissions to which he was entitled. But 
these officeholders, if they intend to clear the air, will be forc­ 
ed to compile their own audits, since the statute of limitations 
prevents any civil action by the county. 


Other former officeholders whose accounts were shown as 
being “underdraw n” will also suffer from the lateness of the 
audit. These officeholders are prohibited from receiving any 
additional money from the county because of the statute of 
limitations. If they have money coming, they certainly deserve 
to be paid, and could have been paid if the audit had been filed 
with the county in a reasonable length of time. 


The tardiness of the report is also unfortunate for State 
Auditor Haskell Holman, who must assume the responsibility 
for this overt action, whether or not he himself is responsible. 
Holman has made a good record in the State Auditor’s office. 
As far as this newspaper knows, this is the first official action 
of Holman which can be criticized. 


The State Auditor has frequently been mentioned as a candi­ 
date for Governor. The Dunklin County case will hardly be to 
Hoiman s credit should he decide to seek the chief executive’s 
office. 


The auditors who were responsible for compiling the fiscal 
data over a 17-month period also stand to suffer by the late 
audit report. Four employees from the State Auditor’s office 
were assigned to compile the seven-year audit, a task which 
took them 17 months to complete. Yet despite the number of 
auditors and the long span of time spent compiling and finally 
checking the audit, a large error was immediately detected by 
County Clerk Billy Horner and the judges of the County Court. 
This record is hardly an outstanding one for the staff assigned 
for 17 months to complete an audit of a third class county. 


State Auditor Holman yesterday told The Daily Democrat 
he could offer “no legitimate excuse” outside of internal dif­ 
ficulties within his office for the lateness of the audit. This is 
regrettable. 


It casts a shadow of doubt on the State Auditor’s office, and 
the large error Immediately detected in the audit casts still 
further doubt on the accuracy of past and future audits. 


It would seem that Dunklin Countians are entitled to a better 
excuse than “no excuse." It would seem as if they have the 
right to know why the audit was delayed, why mistakes were 
made, and if the audit is a complete or just a partial audit 
of the county’s finances. 


An employee of the State Auditor’s office has been quoted as 
saying the principal reason for the delay was that a former 
State Auditor wanted to examine the report. Yet the present 
auditor, Mr. Hoiman, took office one month before the fieldmen 
from the state office had completed their work in Dunklin 
County. 


As revealed in today’s edition, Circuit Judge A rthur U. Good­ 
man, Jr., of Kennett, requested that the audit be sent to Dunk­ 
lin County three times before it was finely delivered to Coun­ 
ty Clerk Horner. 


Judge Goodman wrote the first time some two years ago. 
At that time he was promised the audit would b t filed in Dunk­ 
lin County “right away.” 


Then, in January of this year, Judge Goodman wrote again, 
this time being assured that the audit would be filed in the 
“very near future.” Just last month, the circuit judge wrote 
again, requesting the audit. He was told tha audit had been 
delayed because an employee had been ill. 


Surely the employee has not been ill since May 6, 1983, when 
the field auditors left Dunklin County for Jefferson City, sup­ 
posedly to start work on the final phase of the audit. 


Mr. Holman said yesterday his office has been able to solve 
what he termed “several major problems” within the State Au­ 
ditor’s office, and now audits are being filed with counties six 
months after completion. He said he hopes to reduce this time 
down to four months^ This certainly will be a major accom­ 
plishment, since it has taken nearly four years to file the last 
Dunklin County audit. 


The State Auditor said yesterday his office plans to begin an­ 
other audit of the county, for a four-year period beginning Jan ­ 
uary, 1952, and extending through 1988. 


We hope that Mr. Holman will make every effort to be more 
punctual in the future.

It will be recalled that on 
March 15, The Standard re­ 
ported an audit of the coun­ 
ty’s books by the state had

that this audit claimed the 
following shortages in t h e ac­ 
counts of the officials named for 
the period from 1047 to 1953:

There is no question about the 
traffic hazards such failures cre­ 
ate. We are imperiled by them 
every day. But, do these omis­ 
sions constitute violations of law? 
Unforutnately, 
the 
answer 
is: 
“Yes—and No!” 
What most state laws require 
is that turn signals be given when 
other traffic may be affected by 
the turning movement. In effect, 
w hat the Law says to our millions 
of drivers—good, bad and indif­ 
ferent, novices and veterans alike 
—is: “Go ahead and give a turn 
signal . . . if you think it is need­ 
ed!” It is not much of a law that 
leaves compliance to the judg­ 
ment of the individual — since 
enforcement is obviously impos­ 
sible. 
It should be clear to every leg­ 
islator—even if he doesn’t drive— 
that such horse-and-buggy laws 
breed accidents, bloodshed, prop­ 
erty damage and traffic snarls in 
city streets and on high speed 
highways. 
Turn-signal 
laws 
should be made unequivocal —as 
rigid as the rules that require 
railroad engineers to whistle for 
crossings. And to secure compli­ 
ance, with unmistakable intent by 
day or night, these laws must re­ 
quire that such signals be given 
by means of the directional turn- 
signal lamps with which every 
modern car and truck is equipped 
by the m anufacturer.

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Is Federal Aid 
For Education Desirable?

During the last Congress the 
Federal “School Aid" Bill almost 
passed. It was defeated by the eon 
troversy over using Federal funds 
to build segregated schools.

da that it means “something for

DUNKLIN COUNTY IS THE LOSER 


Dunklin Countians are the ultimate losers of a seven-year 
audit which was delivered by the office of the State Auditor 
several months too late for public airing. 


As disclosed earlier this week by The Daily Democrat, the 
State Auditor’s office delivered an audit covering the years 1945 
through 1951 several months too late for any recovery to be 
made of alleged overpayments to some officeholders. 


The county as a whole wiU suffer from the lack of available 
action open to the County Court, which now must rely on com­ 
promise and unofficial agreements if it is to recover any money 
due our county. 


The County Court will suffer, also, because the late audit 
means additional work for the judges, and additional worry feff 
these public servants who intend to make a conscientious ef­ 
fort to recover any overpayments. 


The former officeholders whose accounts were allegedly ov­ 
erpaid will also suffer, because they will have no opportunity to 
determine the real facts in the case\ At least some of the office­ 
holders have declared that they did not, in fact, receive any 
overpayments. At least one has contended that the “overpay­ 
ments” were simply commissions to which he was entitled. But 
these officeholders, if they intend to clear the air, will be forc­ 
ed to compile their own audits, since the statute of limitations 
prevents any civil action by the county. 


Other former officeholders whose accounts were shown as 
being “underdrawn” will also suffer from the lateness of the 
audit. These officeholders are prohibited from receiving any 
additional money from the county because of the statute of 
limitations. If they have money coming, they certainly deserve 
to be paid, and could have been paid if the audit had been filed 
with the county in a reasonable length of time. 


The tardiness of the report is also unfortunate for State 
Auditor Haskell Holman, who must assume the responsibility 
for this overt action, whether or not he himself is responsible. 
Holman has made a good record in the State Auditor's office. 
As far as this newspaper knows, this is the first official action 
of Holman which can be criticized. 


The State Auditor has frequently been mentioned as a candi­ 
date for Governor. The Dunklin County case will hardly be to 
Holman's credit should he decide to seek the chief executive’s 
office. 


The auditors who were responsible for compiling the fiscal 
data over a 17-month period also stand to suffer by the late 
audit report. Four employees from the State Auditor’s office 
were assigned to compile the seven-year audit, a task which 
took them 17 months to complete. Yet despite the number of 
auditors and the long span of time spent compiling and finally 
checking the audit, a large error was immediately detected by 
County Clerk Billy Horner and the judges of the County Court. 
This record is hardly an outstanding one for the staff assigned 
for 17 months to complete an audit of a third class county. 


State Auditor Holman yesterday told The Daily Democrat 
he could offer “no legitimate excuse” outside of internal dif­ 
ficulties within his office for the lateness of the audit. This is 
regrettable. 


It casts a shadow of doubt on the State Auditor’s office, and 
the large error immediately detected in the audit casts still 
further doubt on the accuracy of past and future audits. 


It would seem that Dunklin Countians are entitled to a better 
excuse than “no excuse.” It would seem as if they have the 
right to know why the audit was delayed, why mistakes were 
made, and if the audit is a complete or just a partial audit 
of the county’s finances. 


An employee of the State Auditor’s office has been quoted as 
saying the principal reason for the delay was that a former 
State Auditor wanted to examine the report. Yet the present 
auditor, Mr. Holman, took office one month before the fieldmen 
from the state office had completed their work in Dunklin 
County. 


As revealed in today’s edition, Circuit Judge A rthur U. Good­ 
man, Jr., of Kennett, requested that the audit be sent to Dunk­ 
lin County three times before it was finely delivered to Coun­ 
ty Clerk Horner. 


Judge Goodman wrote the first time some two years ago. 
At that time he was promised the audit would be filed in Dunk­ 
lin County “right away.” 


Then, in January of this year. Judge Goodman wrote again, 
this time being assured that the audit would be filed in the 
“very near future.” Just last month, the circuit judge wrote 
again, requesting the audit. He was told the audit had been 
delayed because an employee had been ill. 


Surely the employee has not been ill since May 6, 1953, when 
the field auditors left Dunklin County for Jefferson City, sup­ 
posedly to start work on the final phase of the audit. 


Mr. Holman said yesterday his office has been able to solve 
what he termed “several major problems” within the State Au­ 
ditor’s office, and now audits are being filed with counties six 
months after completion. He said he hopes to reduce this time 
down to four months) This certainly will be a m ajor accom­ 
plishment, since it has taken nearly four years to file the last 
Dunklin County audit. 


The State Auditor said yesterday his office plans to begin an­ 
other audit of the county, for a four-year period beginning Jan­ 
uary, 1952, and extending through 1955.

DUNKLIN COUNTY IR THE LOREK 


Dunklin Countians are the ultimate losers of a seven-year 
audit which was delivered by the office of the State Auditor 
several months too late for public airing. 


As disclosed earlier this week by The Daily Democrat, the 
State Auditor’s office delivered an audit covering the years 1945 
through 1951 several month* too late for any recovery to be 
made of alleged overpayments to some officeholders. 


The county as a whole will suffer from the lack of available 
action open to the County Court, which now must rely on com­ 
promise and unofficial agreements if it is to recover any money 
due our county. 


The County Court will suffer, also, because the late audit 
means additional work for the judges, and additional worry idf 
these public servants who intend to make a conscientious ef­ 
fort to recover any overpayments. 


The former officeholder* whose account* were allegedly ov­ 
erpaid will also suffer, because they will have no opportunity to 
determine the real facts in the cases At least some of the office­ 
holders have declared that they did not, in fact, receive any 
overpayment*. At least one has contended that the “overpay­ 
ments” were simply commissions to which he was entitled. But 
these officeholders, if they intend to clear the air, will be forc­ 
ed to compile their own audits, since the statute of limitations 
prevents any civil action by the county. 


Other former officeholders whose accounts were shown as 
being “underdrawn” will also suffer from the lateness of the 
audit. These officeholders are prohibited from receiving any 
additional money from the county because of the statute of 
limitations. If they have money coming, they certainly deaerve 
to be paid, and could have been paid if the audit had been filed 
with the county in a reasonable length of time. 


The tardiness of the report is also unfortunate for State 
Auditor Haskell Holman, who must assume the responsibility 
for this overt action, whether or not he himself is responsible. 
Holman has made a good record in the State Auditor's office. 
As far as this newspaper knows, this is the first official action 
of Holman which can be criticized. 


The State Auditor has frequently been mentioned as a candi­ 
date for Governor. The Dunklin County case will hardly be to 
Holman’s credit should he decide to seek the chief executive's 
office. 


The auditors who were responsible for compiling the fiscal 
data over a 17-month period also stand to suffer by the late 
audit report. Four employees from the State Auditor’s office 
were assigned to compile the seven-year audit, a task which 
took them 17 months to complete. Yet despite the number of 
auditors and the long span of time spent compiling and finally 
checking the audit, a large error was immediately detected by 
County Clerk Billy Horner and the judges of the County Court. 
This record is hardly an outstanding on* for the staff assigned 
for 17 months to complete an audit of a third class county. 


State Auditor Holman yesterday told The Daily Democrat 
he could offer “no legitimate excuse” outside of internal dif­ 
ficulties within his office for th* lateness of the audit. This is 
regrettable. 


It casts a shadow of doubt on the State Auditor's office, and 
the large error Immediately detected in the audit casts still 
further doubt on the accuracy of past and future audits. 


It would seem that Dunklin Countians are entitled to a better 
excuse than “no excuse" It would seem as if they have the 
right to know why the audit was delayed, why mistakes were 
made, and if the audit is a complete or just a partial audit 
of the county’s finances. 


An employee of the Stat* Auditor's office has been quoted as 
saying the principal reason for the delay was that a former 
State Auditor wanted to examine the report. Yet the present 
auditor. Mr. Holman, took office one month before th* fieldmen 
from the state office had completed their work in Dunklin 
County. 


As revealed in today’s edition, Circuit Judge Arthur U. Good­ 
man, Jr., of Kennett, requested that th* audit be sent to Dunk­ 
lin County three times before it was finely delivered to Coun­ 
ty Clerk Horner. 


Judge Goodman wrote the first time some two years ago. 
At that time he was promised the audit would be filed in Dunk­ 
lin County “right away.” 


Then, in January of this year, Judge Goodman wrota again, 
this tim* being assured that the audit would be filed in the 
“very near future.” Just last month, th* circuit Judge wrote 
again, requesting the audit. He was told the audit had been 
delayed because an employee had been ill. 


Surely the employee has not been ill since May 6, 1958. when 
the field auditors left Dunklin County for Jefferson City, sup­ 
posedly to start work on the final phase of th* audit. 


Mr. Holman said yesterday his office has been able to solve 
what he termed ‘ several major problems” within the State Au­ 
ditor’s office, and now audits are being filed with counties six 
months after completion. He said he hopes to reduce this time 
down to four months^ This certainly will be a major accom­ 
plishment, since it has taken nearly four years to file the last 
Dunklin County audit. 


Th* State Auditor said yesterday his office plans to begin an­ 
other audit of th* county, for a four-year period beginning Jan­ 
uary, 1952, and extending through 1955. 


We hope that Mr. Holmin will make ovary effort to be more 
punctual in th* future.

Which makes you 
w’onder how many of these driv­ 
ers would bother to signal at all 
if they weren’t under test obser­ 
vation. 
There is no question about the 
traffic hazards such failures cre­ 
ate. We are imperiled by them 
every day. But, do these omis­ 
sions constitute violations of law? 
Unforutnately, 
the 
answer 
is: 
“Yes—and No!” 
What most state laws require 
is that turn signals be given when 
other traffic may be affected by 
the turning movement. In effect, 
what the Law says to our millions 
of drivers—good, bad and indif­ 
ferent, novices and veterans alike 
—is: “Go ahead and give a turn 
signal . . . if you think it is need­ 
ed!” It is not much of a law’ that 
leaves compliance to the judg­ 
ment of the individual — since 
enforcement is obviously impos­ 
sible. 
It should be clear to every leg­ 
islator—even if he doesn’t drive— 
that such horse-and-buggv laws 
breed accidents, bloodshed, prop­ 
erty damage and traffic snarls in 
city streets and on high speed 
highways. 
Turn-signal 
laws 
should be made unequivocal —as 
rigid as the rules that require 
railroad engineers to whistle for 
crossings. And to secure compli­ 
ance, with unmistakable intent by 
day or night, these laws must re­ 
quire that such signals be given 
by means of the directional turn- 
signal lamps with which every 
modern car and truck is equipped 
by the m anufacturer.

to mention these obvious facts in 
this day and age. But with 45 
drivers out of 100 delinquent in 
their duty to signal turns, time 
is a-wasting!

If the buying of farm surpluses 
had never been instituted, the out­ 
put of farm products would long

Many 
of them have invested in expen­ 
sive equipment. Whole towms have

cargoes entering Philadelphia and 
Baltimore.

Baltimore and Philadelphia re­ 
ply that if government changes 
the rate it will cost them a quarter 
of a billion dollars annually. After 
fiftv 
of government control 


favoring Baltimore and Philadelph 
ia is it now right to reverse this 
control and favor New York and 
Boston. 
Intervention to correct 
one inequality always creates an­ 
other and usually greater inequali­ 
ty. 
After we have lived a consider­ 
able period of time under one of 
these intervention rulings, govern­ 
ment can’t 
even 
“unintervene” 
without affecting somebody as ad­ 
versely as the previous interven­ 
tion it is seeking to correct. 
The I.C.C. has regulated freight 
rates to help this or that section of 
the country or this or that indus­ 
try or railroad. 
These rates have 
become so complicated it is doubt­ 
ful if anyone really understands 
them. 
Touch them at any point 
and violent protests from injured 
municipalities, industries and indi­ 
viduals will be heard. Industries 
would be dislocated, communities 
uprooted, employment 
lost 
and 
individuals bankrupted. 
All government intervention cre­ 
ates these discriminations which 
soon tend to become vested inter­ 
ests and almost defy remedial ac­ 
tion. 
Watch the convolutions and 
convulsions of Secretary Benson 
in his effort to do something about 
the farm problems. 
He is almost 
helpless as is the I.C.C. with refer­ 
ence to the freight rate problem. 
The control of rents has created 
another problem almost 
equally 
complex and difficult which threat 
ens to defy solution. 
It would be much better to let 
freedom in economic affairs make 
the necessary adjustments 
even 
though the process 
might seem 
hard and might seem to be unfair 
at some points, rather thar to cre­ 
ate far greater injustice and un­ 
fairness by these attempts at gov­ 
ernment 
intervention 
which 
al­ 
ways make m atters worse and in 
the end will destroy both our free­ 
dom and our economic prosperity.

It appears that 
the plan, if believed good should 
be suggested by the College of Ag­ 
riculture and backed by the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, the or­ 
ganized farm groups, the extension 
services and all farm ers and small 
town business people in the area 
It would be interesting to see such 
a plan put into effect in the salt 
River basin% and it would bring the 
area to the forefront throughout 
the nation. It would be watched 
with interest by people everywhere 
as no such plan has ever before 
been tried. With the 
increasing 
controversy everywhere over rel­ 
ative merits of big dams and other 
water conservation and flood con­ 
trol plans, it is an experiment the 
government could well inaugurate.

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Is Federal Aid 
For Education Desirable?

During the last Congress the 
Federal “School Aid” Bill almost 
passed. It was defeated by the con 
troversy over using Federal funds 
to build segregated schools. 
But 
few in Congress appeared to be 
against “ Federal aid’’ for educa­ 
tion. 
For twenty-five years the 
shrewd 
promoters 
of 
“Federal 
aid’’ have spread their propagan­ 
da that it means “something for 
nothing.’’ 
Of course, any think­ 
ing person knows that all money 
for taxes in the United States is 
located within the borders of the 
48 States, and could also be taxed 
by the State governments. 
We 
also know the Supreme Court has 
ruled that what the Federal Gov­ 
ernment 
subsidizes, 
It has 
the 
power to control. 
A YEAR AGo the President of 
the 
American 
Bar 
Association, 
E. Smythe Gambell, declared his 
belief that “ Federal Aid” to the 
public schools 
would 
ultimately 
bring the destruction of freedom to 
this country — that it would be 
nothing short of a national calami­ 
ty for the public schools to become 
dependent upon 
“Federal 
aid.” 
The President of the Conference of 
Chief Justices of the States, Jus­ 
tice WiUjam Duckworth, also ex­ 
pressed his fear that the expan­ 
sion of Federal powers in social 
and economic f i e l d s 
through 
“ grants-in-aid” threaten our con­ 
stitutional form of government. 
Roger A. Freeman, who was ap­

The main reaaon player* don’t learn to bunt i» that they don't 
practice bunting. A succeasful college coach has solved the prob­ 
lem by putting a defensive team on the field and then having the 
batter attempt to bunt for a base hit. He makes the batter con­ 
tinue to bunt until they succeed in laying one down safely to move 
a runner on to the next base—if a sacrifice is desired-or beating 
it out if the batter is attempting to bunt for a base hit. Each ' 
player must lay down a bunt properly before he is permitted to hit 
in batting practice. 
Even if you don’t have a defensive team in the field attempting 
to throw' you out when you practice bunting, you should aim at a 
definite target when you bunt the ball.

Each 1 
player must lay down a bunt properly before he is permitted to hit ’ 
in batting practice. 
Even if you don’t have a defensive team in th# field attempting 
to throw you out when you practice bunting, you should aim at a ' 
definite target when you bunt the ball. You can lay down a can­ 
vas, cloth or paper for this purpose. 
Power hitters w’ho possess good running speed can keep their 
opponents upset by bunting unexpectedly.
